About  The  Coach  .  .  . 

Few  coaches  in  the  nation  today  can  look  back 
on  so  many  glorious  years  as  Frank  Howard.  The 
bountiful  harvest  began  in  his  undergraduate  days 
at  Alabama  when  the  Crimson  Tide  played  in  the 
1931  Rose  Bowl  game. 

Coming  to  Clemson  the  same  year  as  line  coach 
he  served  with  the  Tigers  in  that  capacity  when 
they  went  to  the  1940  Cotton  Bowl.  Since  then  he 
has  carried  his  own  teams  to  the  Gator  Bowl  twice, 
the  Orange  Bowl  twice  and  to  the  Sugar  Bowl. 

In  1940,  1948,  1956  and  1958  his  teams  were  con- 
ference champions;  in  1948  and  1958  he  was  the 
conference  coach  of  the  year;  he  has  coached  nu- 
merous all-conference  players;  his  travels  hold  an 
international  flavor;  he  is  in  constant  demand  as  a 
banquet  and  clinic  speaker;  and  twice  his  Clemson 
friends  have  presented  him  with  a  new  car  and  on 
another  occasion,  a  complete  silver  service. 

Such  is  the  life  of  a  man  who  after  19  years  of 
coaching  owns  106  wins,  68  losses  and  10  ties.  Only 
five  other  active  coaches  own  more  wins. 

In  six  years  of  Atlantic  Coast  Conference  foot- 
ball under  Howard  Clemson  has  won  18,  lost  9,  tied 
1  in  league  wars  and  overall  the  record  is  37-21-3.

Unless  I  miss  my  guess,  those  goal  posts  are  wider 
apart  this  year."  Well,  you  are  right,  my  friend,  they 
are  wider  apart  this  year.  Last  season,  and  as  far  back 
as  most  of  us  can  remember,  they  were  nineteen  feet 
and  two  inches  across,  outside  measurement.  This  sea- 
son they  are  twenty-four  feet  across,  outside  measure- 
ment, or  approximately  five  feet  wider.  "How  come?" 
The  answer  is  simple:  To  encourage  more  field  goal 
attempts  and  further  open  up  the  game  of  football. 
There  was  considerable  talk  of  moving  the  goal  posts 
up  to  the  goal  line,  ten  yards  closer,  such  as  they  are 
in  professional  football;  and  everyone  knows  how  im- 
portant the  field  goal  has  become  in  the  "Pro"  Game. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  Rules  Committee  of  the 
N.  C.  A.  A.  felt  in  the  best  interests  of  safety  they 
had  better  leave  the  goal  posts  on  the  end  line  where 
they  have  been  for  many  years.  The  alternative  was  to 
widen  the  distance  between  the  uprights  by  five  feet 
and  in  this  way  encourage  more  field  goal  attempts. 

There  were  fewer  changes  in  the  rules  this  year  than 
heretofore,  but  the  following  will  be  most  noticed. 


I.  No  distance  penalty  shall  exceed  half  the  distance 
from  the  enforcement  spot  to  the  offending  team's 
goal  line. 

As  an  example  of  the  application  of  the  new  rule, 
let's  assume  that  Team  A  has  the  ball  on  Team  B's 
fifteen-yard  line.  On  the  next  play,  Team  B  was  de- 
tected holding  Team  A's  end  on  the  line  of  scrimmage. 
The  penalty  for  this  foul  is  fifteen  yards,  and  last  year 
the  ball  would  have  been  placed  on  Team  B's  one  yard 
line  after  the  distance  penalty  had  been  marked  off. 
This  year  the  maximum  penalty  would  place  the  ball 
on  the  seven  and  a  half  yard  line  (one  half  the  distance 
to  the  goal).  The  only  distance  penalty  that  will  place 
the  ball  on  the  one-yard  line  this  year  is  for  a  defen- 
sive foul  committed  on  the  two-yard  line.

from  following  kickoff,  or  declining  score  and  repeating 
try  after  penalty. 

Th  is  is  a  significant  rules  change  and  could  penalize 
Team  B  severely  for  a  defensive  foul  on  the  try  for 
point  after  a  touchdown.  As  you  will  recall,  the  try 
is  now  made  from  the  three-yard  line  and  counts  two 
points  if  if  results  in  what  would  have  been  a  touch- 
down, and  one  point  if  it  results  in  what  would  have 
been  a  field  goal  or  safety.  Let's  assume  Team  A  has 
scored  a  touchdown  and  is  about  to  make  the  try 
from  the  three-yard  line.  They  are  successful  in  a  field 
goal  attempt,  and  on  the  play  Team  B  is  offside.  Under 
last  year's  rule,  Team  A  is  awarded  one  point  for  the 
field  goal  and  Team  B  is  penalized  five  yards  on  the 
following  kickoff.  This  year  Team  A  gets  a  real  break 
as  they  can  elect  to  take  the  penalty  and  repeat  the 
try.  In  this  case,  the  ball  would  be  placed  down  on 
the  one  and  one  half  yard  line  and  Team  A  would 
most  likely  go  for  the  two  points. 


3.  Substitution  rule  further  liberalized  to  permit  free 
substitution  of  one  player  of  each  team  when  game 
clock  is  stopped. 

Under  last  year's  Substitution  Rule,  any  player  could 
re-enter  the  game  once  during  the  same  quarter.  In 
other  words,  the  same  player  could  be  in  and  out  of 
the  game  eight  times  during  the  four  quarters.  This 
year  the  rule  has  been  further  liberalized  to  the  extent 
that  one  player  of  either  team  may  go  into  the  game 
between  downs  when  the  clock  is  stopped,  and  this 
does  not  count  as  one  of  his  official  entries. 


2.  On  successful  try  for  point(s)  with  foul  by  Team  B, 
Team  A  has  choice  of  accepting  score  and  penalty 


4.  Number  of  time  outs  changed  from  four  to  five. 

This  year  each  team  will  be  allowed  five  free  time 
outs  without  penalty,  in  each  half.  Last  year  the  num- 
ber was  reduced  from  five  to  four,  but  now  the  Rules 
Committee  has  decided  to  allow  the  same  number  as 
in  the  years  prior  to  1958.

One  of  the  toughest  opponents  that  Clemson 
has  faced  in  the  past  comes  to  Memorial  Stadi- 
um today  in  the  form  of  the  Maryland  Terps. 

Clemson  and  Maryland  didn't  play  their  first 
game  against  each  other  until  1952,  a  year  be- 
fore the  Atlantic  Coast  Conference  was  formed. 
However,  since  that  time  the  two  have  met  each 
year  and  the  Tigers  just  claimed  their  first  win 
two  seasons  ago.  Clemson  also  won  a  year  ago, 
8-0,  on  a  "home  run"  pitch  from  Harvey  White 
to  Wyatt  Cox  that  covered  50  yards.  Previous 
to  that  Clemson  had  a  6-6  tie  in  1956  and  four 
straight  losses  from  1952  through  1955. 

Although  the  Terps  have  only  won  two  games 
this  season,  they  have  played  some  of  the  top 
teams  in  the  nation. 

After  tripping  West  Virginia,  27-7,  the  Terps 
fell  to  two  of  the  nation's  powerhouses — Texas 
and  Syracuse.  Both  are  undefeated  and  ranked 
one  and  two  in  the  country. 


Wake  Forest  bested  the  College  Park  team, 
10-7,  but  the  following  week  end  Maryland  came 
back  with  a  tremendous  effort  to  beat  North 
Carolina,  14-7,  a  team  that  Clemson  only  beat 
two  points.  South  Carolina  and  Navy  also  add- 
ed a  Terp  shell  to  their  collections. 

Maryland  possesses  a  big  and  fast  line  and 
many  of  the  faces  who  held  Clemson  scoreless 
on  the  ground  last  fall  are  still  around.  Their 
three  top  linemen  are  tackle  Kurt  Schwarz  and 
guard  Rod  Breedlove  and  Tom  Gundermann. 
The  Terp  ends  will  probably  be  Gary  Collins 
and  Vincent  Scott,  the  other  tackle  Joe  Gardi 
and  center  Vic  Schwartz.  While  these  men  are 
not  as  big  as  Clemson's  line,  they  are  faster. 

Dick  Novak,  Dwayne  Fletcher  and  Dale  Betty 
have  all  guided  the  Terps  this  season,  using 
Coach  Tom  Nugent's  T,  spread  and  'T'  forma- 
tions. Jim  Joyce,  Pat  Drass  and  Ken  Houser  all 
operate  at  fullback  with  Joyce  being  the  ACC's 
top  rusher.  Ev  Cloud,  Jim  Davidson,  Gene  Ver- 
ardi  and  Joe  Mona  handle  the  halfback  spot. 

Fans  will  see  today  more  varied  formations 
from  these  players  than  at  any  other  time  this 
year.
